Peggior Amico from 
Vicenza, were destined to 
become one of the leading 
Italian skinhead bands. 

Originally formed in 1986 
by Massimo on drums, ex¬ 
member of Hope & Glory 
from Treviso, Ganzo on 
guitar and Beppe on vocals 
with Andrea on bass. 

They had many ideas and 
lots of attitude and 
enthusiasm and in 1987 they 
recorded a demo tape with 
six track named “Le strade 
sono nostre” (The streets are 
ours). But only a few months 
later Ganzo and Beppe left 
the band leaving Massimo 
and Andrea going it alone. 
They struggled on and 
shortly after, Caio joined 
them as a vocalist, as well as 
Mauro from Plastic Surgery 
(Verona) on guitar. 

The band played an 
uncompromising Oi/RAC 
style with lyrics full of anger 
and social critics which lead 
them in the next years to a 
cult status. Gathering a large 
number of supporters and 
wide following. \ 

In 1988 the French Rebelles 
Europeens produced their 
vinyl named “Colpevole di 
essere bianco” (Guilty of 
being White) with song 


“Brest 88” on B side, 
dedicated to fight between 
skinheads and police which 
took place in this city due to 
gig cancellation, this gig 
was very important for all 
European comrades. 

While the band played many 
concerts all over Italy, in 

1990 they released their first 
LP “II leone ruggisce 
ancora” (The Lion Roars 
Again) on the Rebelles 
Europeens label. 

This first LP appeared to be 
a milestone of the Oi! music / 
and even nowadays is still i 
one of the most wanted|| 
collectors item. The alburfj?l 
contains eleven track with 
one instrumental song (the 
unforgettable “Freiheit”) 
and contains some songs 
that became anthems for 
every skinhead as “Giustizia 
sociale”, “Lavoro e dignity” 
“Con noi o contro ai noi” 
and “Nuova Europa”. 

Their second T vinyl was 
named “Diritto di m^ffciare” 
(Righ of Marching) out in 

1991 from the French label 
and contain also the song 
“Non staremo a guardare”. 

After the debut LP, the band 
was quite busy gigging 
abroad in Spain, Germany, 
England and Czech 
Republic thanks also to their 
participation in a numerous 
foreign compilations. 

In Italy, after the entry of 


Mauro as a guitarist, they 
played at the first Ritorno a 
Camelot (Return to Camelot) 
festival held to Foci di 
Montemocato near Ascoli. At 
this gig they released on tape 
the live recording from this 
event. Jm A 

At the second Return to 
Camelot in Veneto region, 
they played with legendary 
Skrewdriver during their first 
and unfortunately last 
appearance in Italy, this gig 
will remain in the golden 
pages of the history of Italian 
skinhead movement. 

Their second album named 
“Sulla pelle dei ribelli” came 
out in 1993 from the 
newborn Tuono Records. 
The label Caio helped start 
from Vicenza that helped 
bands like ADL 122, Gesta 
Bellica, Corona Ferrea. 
Ultima Frontiera, Londinium 
SPQR, Injustice Side and 
other bands from Europe like 
Lusitanoim Warlord and 
Division 250. 

Tuono Records is still active 
and produces some of the 
major Italian skinhead bands. 

The second album of Peggior 
Amico was more 
professional and technical in 
sound, quality slightly less 
raw Oil with some acoustic 
additions as the first track 
“Vi rideremo in faccia” or in 
“Osa”. Again every single 
track of this milestone album 
is an anthem, with lyrics 


without compromise and 
with a remarkable political 
maturity and street attitude: 
songs like “Giornalisti 
terroristi”, “Peggior Amico”, 
“Non deporremo mai la 
spada” or “Stato di polizia” 
are slangs that every 
skinhead knows by heart. 

This album enjoyed a huge 
success in Italy and abroad 
making Peggior Amico one 
of the best and well known 
and popular bands in the first 
half of 1990’s. 

In 1995 Peggior Amico took 
part in the compilation 
“Fuori dal ghetto” produced 
by Tuono Records with the 
track “Fuori dal ghetto” and 
“Nel nome del progresso”. 
Bands such as ADL 122. 
Londinium SPQR, Corona 
Ferrea, Block 11, Topi Neri, 
Gesta Bellica and 
Intolleranza were also part of 
this compilation. 

Unfortunately this/was the 
last appearance on CD for 
Peggior Amico, because of 
the frequent changes of line 
up (especially on the guitar), 
so they were obliged to 
cancel their invitations to 
play in Italy and abroad. 

The band officially dissolved 
in 1997. Leaving a vast 
musical and cultural heritage 
behind them, which is an 
inspiration for all the Italian 
skinheads bands in the 
future. 

Several years after some 
members of Peggior Amico, 
including Caio established 
the band Armco which went 
onto release 3 albums from 
Tuono Records. Their first in 
2001 called "Ubi Maior 
Minor Cessat", 

“Anticorrosivo” in 2004, and 
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Manolis Kapelonis

Combat 84 - 1981 London 
skinhead band led by the 
vocalist Chris (Chubby) 
Henderson who was doing 
security for The Damned and 
Madness at the time. The line up 
was Chris vocals, Jim guitar, 
Deptford John on bass and 
Jacko drums. Jacko was 
eventually replaced by Brownie 
before their first gig. 

Originally the band was formed 
as a skunk rock band. But with 
their large skinhead following 
not many punks dared go to the 
bands gigs and if they did they 
got a kicking. 

The bands first gig was in 
supporting The Last Resort in 
Peckham's Walmer Castle. They 
only had three songs and 
recorded their first demo around 
the same time of Combat 84 and 
Soldier with help from Roi 
Pearce (The Last Resort) 
working the recording 
equipment. 

With more and more gigs 
coming by 1982 the band got a 
call from Secret Records about a 
possible recording deal. But 
Gary Bushell shit himself when 
he heard and put the deal under. 
Probably as Combat 84 was one 
of the few bands he didnt make 
by giving them his reporter 
coverage. And the fact rumours 
were around that Chris was the 
leader of a gang of right-wing 
skinheads who liked to smash 
Reds up. However the band 
signed to Victory Records 
instead via Dave Long. 

The 4-Skins helped give the 
band a real chance by adding 
them on their own mini tour in 
1982. This was then followed by 
appearance as the London 
Skunx club. 


Their first 1982 EP - Orders Of 
The Day was recorded in a 
Hoxton, East London studio and 
Brownie was replaced with John 
Fisher on drums who later went 
on the play briefly for The 
Business. With 10,000 copies 
made they sold over 5000 even 
getting a decent review in 
Melody Maker. 

Soon the band were approached 
to take part in a BBC 40 Minutes 
documentary, they wanted four 
skinheads from a band. They did 
it with three band members and 
their roadie Scotch Eddie. Chris 
spoke openly about his political 
views and so did John who was 
moderate, it clearly showed that 
within any group, views vary. 
The last ten minutes of the so- 
called documentary showed a 
brawl at the Benny’s Bar in 
Harlow gig. 

After airing the rumours about 
the band were flying all over the 
place and many saw Combat 84 
as total outcasts from the music 
press and venues. This did lead 
to the band having trouble 
finding gigs in and around 
London. They still played as 
Combat 84 on tour with the 4- 
Skins in the North of England 
but played London gigs under 
the name The 7th Cavalry. Even 
then it was smaller out of town 
pubs. Later they played at the 
100 Club which was one of the 
best gigs for the band and still 
packed out every place they 
played. 

The second 1983 Combat 84 EP 
was recorded in Alaska Studios, 
Waterloo. The track being 
Rapist. With strong and 
powerful right-wing lyrics at the 
time. Their other track Right To 
Choose, was very anti-CND and 
pro nuclear deterrents. Which 


had Brownie back on drums. 

In September 1983 the band 
went to record their debut 
album. Send In The Marines. 
But by now the band was all but 
finished. Not personal 
differences, but outside pressure 
because of the earlier 
documentary didnt help. The 
media thought the band were 
political. But each member had 
their own views and were just a 
band. Also alot of people were 
threatening John at the time with 
serious harm and it wasnt worth 
it carrying on. John and Jim also 
werent as right-wing as Chris 
and had a new band lined up. 

Nevertheless the album got 
recorded on a 8-track studio in 
someones house, partly as the 
label wanted to save money now 
the band was splitting up. They 
sold the rights to Rock-O-Rama 
and it was never officially 
released in the UK. The album 
wasnt even mixed and every one 
had given up the effort, the live 
sections on the album were 
taken from playing infront of 
their mates. So after some 16 or 
so gigs, many which ended up in 
trouble the band called it day. 
The band dissolved after a tour 
with fellow Oi! band the 4-Skins 
in 1984. Later the bands songs 
were released by the German 
label Rock-O-Rama under the 
title Send In The Marines the 
same year. 

Chris left the Oi! streetpunk 
scene a few years later and 
became known as a football 
hooligan with the Chelsea 
Headhunters. Deptford John and 
Jim went playing for the LIK 
Subs and The Exploited. John 
Fisher played with former 
members of The Last Resort in 
The Warriors. Whilst the band 


were not all “officially” right- 
wing, racist or neo-Nazi, the 
media has always told anyone 
who asked that they were. 

Chris w ent on to be the National 
Front south-London organiser 
and led the football firm Chelsea 
Headhunters proudly sporting a 
Totenkopf tattoo on his chest. 

After his friend Stephen ’Hickey' 
Hickmott, was jailed Chris led 
the Chelsea Headhunters until 
many of them including Chris 
were arrested and their 
subsequent trial was meant to be 
the crowning glory 7 of Thatcher's 
campaign to vanquish 
hooliganism. Instead, the 
dramatic collapse of the case 
ended the undercover police 
operations and mass 
indiscriminate arrests that had 
been ordered by the authorities 
to crush the activities of 
Henderson and others. 

After this and more police 
harassment Chris upsticks and 
went to live in Thailand amongst 
the ex-pat community and 
opened a sports bar in Pattaya 
called ‘The Dogs Bollocks Bar' 
on 14th June 1990. 

Chris later wrote a book in 2000 
called “Who Wants It?” 

His escape from ZOG was 
always short lived. Prior to the 
2002 World Cup, he and 
Hickmott were named as the 
two leaders planning hooligan 
and criminal acts for the 
tournament in South Korea and 
Japan, which culminated in 
Henderson being arrested and 
refused entry to Japan for the 
England v. Argentina match.

Thunderbolts of the Gods, 
Red Polaris, Wolf of the 
North, Chamber of Wicked 
Tears, Possessed by Steel, 
When Hammer Shines. 

The Polish band who have 
been going since 1992 and 
have constantly redefined 
their sound from total 
blackness to raw folk metal, to 
symphonic metal.

Of note is the 
much more improved drum 
programming, more lively 
and fresh.

07.09.2013 

This years concert marked 20 
years since the passing of one of 
our greatest musical performers, 
political leaders and influences 
of the modem age, a man who is 
responsible for the re-birth of 
nationalism, white pride and 
unity within England and 
abroad. Ian Stuart Donaldson. 

This year also marked 20 years 
of Blood and Honour being 
active within Australia. All 
white nationalists nationwide 
had two big reasons to make this 
one of the most memorable 
concerts for years to come. It 
had been intended to use the 
occasion to raise much needed 
funds for Bill Hedal, the front 
man from Westwall, for a radical 
form of cancer treatment. The 
news came with much sadness 
that not 3 weeks leading up to 
the gig that Bill had sadly 
passed and all money that had 
been raised so far went to his 
family RIP. 

It wasn't without trouble that the 


For most of the crowd tfife lead 
up to the gig was per usual, 
racing back 'fnd forth from the 
airport, catching up with 
brothers and meeting new faces 
over dinner and several coldies.

assuring everything was in place 
for the gig worth remembering. 

Being that in Australia we have 
a very tight knit group of folk 
we had many hands making 
light work easy so with 
everything running like 
clockwork the gig kicked off

stage dressed as the wiggles 
with a Che Guevara inspired 
twist (the infamous hair and 
aviators), a testament to the 
band members fantastic sense of 
humour and with everyone 
having a laugh along.

only 6pm, and the venue was 
already packed with 300 thirsty 
skinheads, who came to pay 
respect to great man of our race. 
Ian Stuart Donaldson. 

The first ISD memorial held by 
TMG was going to be huge, 
especially with legendary bands 
on the bill. The first band to 
jump on the stage was Czech 
band Violence Station. With 
their fast songs, with mix 
between Oi and punk style, and 
many Skrewdriver covers, this 
band brought great atmosphere 
and got people to move. At this 
time, the venue was already full, 
with about 400 people inside, 
and it was very difficult to make 
a move to the bar.
